Heavy Insect 


Infestations Are 


Expected In 1955 


Research entomologist report 
that this will be a year of ex­ 
trem ely heavy insect infestations. 
Farm ers and city folks will have 
a hard battle to protect crops 
g a r d e n s , shrubs, and other 
plants. Control 
m easures vary 
with the different species of in­ 
sects. Here are some of the most 
destructive insects and how to 
control them. 
1. Grasshoppers. The largest 
hatch of grasshoppers in many 
years is the biggest threat to all 
crops. These hoppers are small 
and wingless at this tim e and 
will 
be easily killed 
if early 
treatm ent is used. Chemicals to 
use are Aldrin Chloridane, Toxa- 
phene, 
or 
Parathion. 
Consult 
your County agent for recom­ 
mended rates. Handle all insecti­ 
cides with caution. Parathion is 
one of the best bug killers but 
special precaution should be used 
in handling it. 
2. 
Aphids. 
The 
watermelon 
aphid 
and 
the 
yellow 
alfalfa 
aphid are serious pests. Lindane 
dust is fairly effective on w ater­ 
melon aphids. Parathion is the 
only insecticide th at has given 
good control of alfalfa aphids. 
A lfalfa producers who are going 
to spray for grasshopper control 
should use parathion because this 
m aterial will also control 
the 
aphid and other insects. If other 
insecticides are used, the friendly 
insects that feed on aphids will 
be killed, and the aphid will be 
left to build up in the crop. The 
yellow alfalfa aphid also attacks 
sweet clover. 
3. Leaf Chewing Worms. Many 
species of leaf chewing worms do 
considerable d a m a g e . 
D.D.T. 
sprays 
or 
dusts 
will 
control 
worms. Do not use D.D.T. on 
vegetable crops within 14 flays 
of ha n est. 
4. Shade tree leaf scale. A new 
scale insect is doing considerable 
damage to shade tree leaves and 
other plants. Malathion will con­ 
trol this scale insect. Use one 
teaspoon of the 50# emulsion 
per gallon of w ater and wet the 
tree thoroughly with the spray. 
Specific control of other insect 
pests can be obtained from your 
County Agent.

Joseph Allen Padgett departed 
this life Thursday, May 12th at 
3:10 a.m. at his farm, seven and 
one half miles east of Decatur.

AUSTIN.—Right down to the 
wire, the Legislature fought out 
the battle of taxation. 
Pay of the legislators—$25 per 
day — stopped May IO. So there 
was all the more reason, from 
their point of view, that the 
toughest, most complex and con­ 
troversial problem of the session 
be solved as soon as possible. 
First, the House passed a tax 
bill, increasing or putting new' 
levies 
on 
gasoline, 
cigarettes, 
snuff, tobacco, natural gas, trad­ 
ing stamps, uranium, and wine 
and beer dealers. 
When this bill went to the Sen­ 
ate, 
amendments 
were 
intro­ 
duced to tax auto storage and 
parking lots, jew’elry, furs and 
clothing, storage warehouses, air­ 
lines, real estate brokers, chem­ 
ical manufacturers, hotels, tour­ 
ist lodges, department stores, and 
chain stores. 


Committee Hearings 
Sen. Dorsey Hardeman, chair­ 
man of the Senate State Affairs

First w i t n e s s was E. H.

Regular Business 


A Soil Conservation D istrict, 
like aj County or School D istrict 
is a subdivision 
of 
our 
State 
Government. It is completely in­ 
dependent of the Federal Gov- 
enment or any part of the State 
Government other than the law 
under which it was created. 
Because it is an example of 
pure democracy, a Soil Conser­ 
vation D istrict is brought into 
existence by a vote of the land­ 
owners within the 
boundaries 
of the proposed district. 
It is 
run by a board of five supervis­ 
ors, all local farmers or ranch­ 
ers who are elected by their fel­ 
low 
landowners. 
Landowners 
make up the voting power in the 
Soil Conservation District move- 
menf. 
Soil 
Conservation 
D istricts 
are subdivided into five zones. 
A 
district 
governing 
board, 
called a Board of 
Supervisors, 
is made up of five landowners, 
one from each of 
five 
zones, 
elected by the landowners with­ 
in the zone. District Supervisors 
receive no salary. They do, how­ 
ever receive four dollars for ex­ 
penses in attending 
meetings, 
plus car milage. 
This expense 
payment is allowed for not more 
than twenty meetings a year. 
Supervisors generally meet once 
each month, but outside of these 
regular meetings, they 
attend 
call meetings, as necessary, and 
have numerous other duties for 
which they receive no pay. Su­ 
pervisors sacrifice personal in­ 
terests for the good of the dis­ 
trict/ and their community. They 
have accepted their positions be­ 
cause they recognize the 
seri­

Lesson for May 22, 1955 


T ^H E R E are only three possi- 
* bilities when two persons or 
groups are lined up on opposite 
sides of a fence. It may be a 
family quarrel, a national crisis, 
a split in a church, a community 
fight . . . Whatever be the cause, 
whatever the •‘fence*’ may be, 
there are really only three ways 
the two factions 
can be related to 
each other. One is 
the way of hos­ 
tility. They can 
cut off all commu­ 
nication; they can 
refuse to hear any 
g o o d o f e a c h 
o th e r; th e y ca n 
h a r p o n p a s t 
wrongs; they can 
®r * forem an 
open a shooting war. Another way 
is that of compromise. They can 
each agree to something neither of 
them wants, in order to keep the 
other one from getting what he 
does want. One side can yield to 
the other not because of any 
friendliness but only because of 
fear. 


R econ ciliation 
The 
trouble 
with 
both these 
ways is that either one of them 
leaves the two parties just where 
they were. 
Hostilities 
(cold or 
hot) harm both sides. Compromise 
for selfish reasons actually brings 
the parties no closer together: 
they will stay together only so 
long as selfishness dictates, and 
they will split apart at the next 
opportunity. 
There is 
a 
better 
way: the way of reconciliation. 
Apart from religion, it is doubtful 
whether true reconciliation ever 
takes place; for it can be fully 
done only in the spirit of repent­ 
ance first of all, and is nourished 
and strengthened only through the 
joining of hearts in worship. This, 
by the way, is why Christian m ar­ 
riages hold together far better 
than m arriages between people of 
little or no religion. Quarrels oc­ 
cur in most m arriages sooner or 
later, Christian or not, The battle 


of the sexes is one from which no 
family is free. But in a couple 
without 
religion, 
little 
quarrels 
grow to big ones, husband and 
wife either become enemies and 
go separate ways, or stay together 
only for the sake of appearances, 
or the money, — not because of 
love. Without religion repentance 
is rare. It is only in the family 
with a common faith that recon­ 
ciliation 
is 
possible. When the 
day’s end comes and it is time 
for prayers. 


It Has Worked 
Reconciliation is not a theory; 
it is a fact. It has actually worked. 
The Hebrew Book of Chronicle 
tells of King Hezekiah’s experience 
with his neighbors to the north 
of him. They had been citizens of 
a seceding group, no doubt in­ 
heriting much of the bitterness 
that always underlies secession at 
any time or place in history. To 
their inherited prejudices against 
the K ingdom of Ju d ah from 
which their forefathers had re­ 
volted, there was added the sting 
of poverty and defeat; for the 
seceding kingdom of Israel had 
finally gone down in weakness to 
a final smash-up. The left-behind 
citizens must have been an em ­ 
bittered lot. But King Hezekiah 
sent invitations to all these peo­ 
ple, recently his enemies, to come 
up to the Temple and join in the 
great Passover festival. Men once 
enemies were drawn together in 
a common confession of sin, and 
in a united worship of their one 
God. In this spirit broken churches 
have come together again, in this 
spirit broken homes have been 
mended, northerners and south­ 
erners in the United States have 
forgotten their grandfathers’ quar­ 
rels. It was in this spirit that in 
1948, coming out of nations that 
only three short years before had 
been at 
violent war, 
Christian 
churches around the world came 
together for the first tim e in the 
World Council of Churches,—born 
of repentance, cradled in worship. 


Never IOO Per Cent 
It never works 100%. There were 
unreconciled 
Israelites who did 
not come to the Passover; there 
ere 
Irishmen today 
who 
have 
never forgotten Cromwell, south­ 
erners who cannot forget Sher­ 
man, 
bitterly proud churchmen 
who refuse to be reconciled with 
any church but their own. When 
we 
attempt 
reconciliation 
with 
others, we may not always suc­ 
ceed. But which is better, to try 
God’s way — for reconciliation is 
the way he has shown us—even 
if we do not always succeed, or 
not to try at all, and end in a 
dark wilderness of bitter isolation?

An advisory com m ittee 
has 
recommended to President E ls­ 
enhower 
t h a t 
natural 
gas 
should be freed from 
govern­ 
m ent controls "prior to its en- 
tf*y Into an interstate transm is­ 
sion line." Chairm an Priest of 
the House Commerce Commit­ 
tee states that legislation will 
be prepared to end federal regu­ 
lation of independent gas pro­ 
ducers, 


This Is definitely in the In­ 
terest of the country's 21,000,- 
000 consum ers of natural gas, 
who want abundant supplies at 
a fair price. It should be em ­ 
phasized no one Is trying to stop 
regulation of sales a t the con­ 
sum er end, which is 
a 
public 
utility operation. But the public 
utility principle does not exist 
at the producing end of the line. 
The producers are involved in 
a highly com petitive business— 
both in 
seeking 
leases 
from 
property owners and then 
in 
selling the gas to pipe lines af­ 
ter it is found. Op top of that, 
the risks of the business 
are 
very great. 
The m ajority 
of 
both gas and oil wells turn out 
dry— only the few prove com­ 
m ercially 
worth 
while. 
Men 
won’t run these risks when fac­ 
ed with the possibility that un­ 
wise regulation will force pric­ 
es down to profitless levels. 
The average field 
price 
of 
gas is only about IO per cent of 


the cost to the householder—* 
the rem aining 90 per cent ie 
accounted for by 
transm ission 
and distribution costs, So, even 
if poducers got exactly nothing, 
the benefit to the householder 
would be small. 
Freeing gas 
from regulation at the wellhead 
is the only way an 
adequate 
supply can be assured— which 
meuns it is the only way to pro­ 
tect the interests of everyone 
concerned, consum ers included.
